Several years agoa League study 
underlined Andover’s real need for 
year-round family recreation faci- 
lities. Since that time the town 
has acquired the former Camp 
Olympia and adjacent property, 
The League believes that this 
natural resource should be made 
available and-useable to towns- 
people through a one-shot invest- 
ment that means about 10¢ on the 
tax rate, 

For this investment, the League 
explained, townspeople will re- 
ceive a centrally-located access 
road and parking area at abargain 
price, because of re-grading 
necessitated by the current sewer 
project. This new road will make 
available presently inaccessible 
land for sliding and skating in the 
winter, and picnic areas in the 
summer, 

Additional benefits will include 
the completion of renovations to 
the lodge, and 80x30 building on the 
park property. In this connection, 
Mrs, Dunbar emphasized that the 
League’s interest in the need for 
a teen center has been reinforced 
by the teenagers’ enthusiasm for 
the project. Their energies have 
already been devoted to cleaning 
and painting this building, and 
raising $1,000 for further 
improvements. When completed, 
the lodge will be available for any 
recreation group in town and as a

Before action is taken on the land acquisition article 
in the town warrant, we urge that most serious considera- 
tion be given to defeating it, until such time as better, 
more sensible procedures are established for this function 


of the town government. 


At this time, there is such confusion as to warrant a 


go-slow policy. 


From observation of this part of the government, and 
from year-round reporting of official actions taken within 
the government in this regard, we believe that no other 
conclusion can be reached than the one stated above. 


Why? 


Because there are too many people in authority, while 
no one is specifically responsible for the proper operation 
of this vital town function. In the matter of schools, for 
example, the School Committee has been granted the right 
to designate sites; the Selectmen hold veto powers over 
the money; the Planning Board seeks to have its approval 
added to the others, as a requisite of action. 

Yet we have, in the news columns this week, the 
voluntary statement of another town agency — the Board of 
Health — about sites listed in the town meeting warrant. 
Quite obviously this Board’s ideas were not sought out in 
advance. They should have been. 


Growth Is Certain 


The last lingering doubt that anyone may have harbored 
that Andover will not grow steadily has been largely 


shattered, 


The use of land at Rts. 93 and 133 for the Internal 
Revenue Center, and the announcement that the Space 
Lab will probably be built north of Boston, tell us in no 
uncertain terms that residential growth will increase, not 


stand still. 


And as this growth comes, the town will have to pay 
for increased services. Taxes must inevitably go up. 

The extent to which they reach for the stratosphere 
depends largely on wise planning by the Selectmen, and 
an enthusiastic approach to new industry and commerce. 

For the past 10 years someone has been saying, when- 
ever industrial growth is mentioned, ‘‘It’ll come. It’s only 


a year or So away, now’’. 


We find it difficult to accept this theory, advanced so 
frequently. We believe it will take work, and hard work. 
The Industrial Commission is busy, of that there is no 


question. 


But the rest of the town — citizens and officials alike 
— must do something about the painfully poor public 
image this community has in the area of industrial growth. 
All the private work in the world can’t help, if the public 
utterances and performances of our officials do not 
support and encourage those industries we have and those 
which might be looking for land here. 

Let’s pay attention to our public image — it needs it.
